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and Essays, Short story and Short stories. In all these cases, both forms are 
necessary, but in general if only one form is required, the plural has been 
adopted. However, the singular form has been chosen for the names of most 
fruits and nuts so that the more general term (Apple; Pecan; etc.) can be 
used to include books that consider the fruit or the tree or both. 


(2) Compound Headings. Using two nouns joined by “and” usually groups 
together under one heading closely related material which cannot be separated 
easily in concept and which is usually treated together in books (Boats and 
boating; Cities and towns; Crime and criminals; Publishers and publishing) ; 
or two different subjects are treated in their relation to each other (Aeronau- 
tics and civilization; Religion and science; Television and children) ; or two 
subjects that are opposites but which authors usually discuss together (Belief 
and doubt; Good and evil; Joy and sorrow). 

The problem in forming such headings is which term to place first. There 
is no rule to cover all situations although catalogers have been prone to follow 
the alphabetic. Whichever order is chosen, reference must be made from the 
opposite order. 


(3) Adjective with Noun. Often a specific concept is best expressed by 
qualifying the noun with an adjective (American literature; Electric engi- 
neering; Tropical fish). Sometimes the expression is inverted (Flies, Arti- 
ficial; Satellites, Artificial) as in these cases it is believed that the reader 
is apt to think only of the noun, regardless of the fact that the adjective is 


a necessary adjunct; or headings in the same area are inverted in order to 


be able to file the cards together: 


Art, Abstract Education, Elementary Insurance, Accident 
Art, American Education, Higher Insurance, Fire 
Art, Decorative Education, Secondary Insurance, Health 


In formulating this kind of heading it is difficult to decide whether to use 
the normal order followed in speaking and writing or the inverted order; 
some users of the catalog will think of it one way, others in the opposite. 
(The current tendency of the Library of Congress is to use normal word 
order.) A reference is usually required from the order not chosen for the 


subject heading. 

(4) Phrase Heading. Some concepts which involve two areas of knowledge 
can be expressed only by more or less complex phrases. These are the least 
satisfactory headings as they offer the greatest variation in wording, are 
often the lengthiest, and may not be thought of readily by either the maker 
or the user of the catalog—but the English language seems to offer no more 
compact terminology. Examples are: Budget in business; Freedom of infor- 
mation; Geographical distribution of animals and plants; Information storage 
and retrieval systems. Some phrase forms have been standardized to 
serve as types for many situations: Medicine as a profession (the same form 
is used: for other professions and occupations) ; Russians in Hungary (the 
same form is used for other nationalities and other countries); Women as 


w 


“needs: “Names of individual fruit 
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physicians (the same form is used for women in other professions and capaci- 
ties). Sometimes the phrase is inverted to place the important word first, 
although this results in an awkward appearance: Employees, Training of; 
Personality, Disorders of; Cities and towns, Ruined, extinct, etc. 


Scope of the Sears List. It is essential that the cataloger be aware not 
only of the kinds and forms of headings included in the List but also of kinds 
of headings which are not in the List but which will be needed for the catalog. 
These are summarized on p. 8 under “Classes of ‘Headings Omitted from 
the List" and expanded on p. 34 under "Headings to be Added by*the Cata- 
loger." These types of headings were omitted not only because of limitations 
of space but also because of the widely variant needs of libraries and the fact 
that it is not difficult for the cataloger to supply the ones needed. "Throughout 
the List directions for their addition are supplied. 


(1) Proper Names. Perhaps the most used subject headings in a library's 
catalog are names of persons and names of places, only a few of which are 
included in the List, mainly as examples. The form of name is determined 
by means of the “ALA Cataloging Rules" and reference books in the same 
way that author entries are established. The same form is used as subject 
heading with a change only in position on the card and in typography, (Many 
librares use red for subject headings.) The names of Societies, institutions, 
and other corporate bodies, of individual battles and treaties, and of Indian 


tribes are established in the same way except that different kinds of refer- 
ence books may be needed. 


(2) Common Names. In quite another category are the names of animals, 
birds, fishes, flowers, fruits, etc, and of some other concrete objects whose 
common names can be verified in an ordinary dictionary. (Scientific names 
are seldom used in the kind of general library for which the 
compiled.) Let us consider specific material in one of thes 
the cataloger has a book that discusses lemons and lim

book accurately ; frequently, two are necessary ; occasionally it requires three 
subject headings to do justice to the book; more than three should be con- 
sidered very carefully—it may be due to one’s own inability to identify 
precisely the ‘single heading that would cover all the book's topics. 

X The practice may be stated: As many as three specific subject headings 
in a given area may be assigned, but if the book treats of others, then the 
next larger inclusive heading is adopted and the specific headings are omitted. 
Do not ordinarily assign both a general heading and one of its specific 
aspects to the same book. 

This rule may be applied to the above example of a book about lemons 
and limes. If it had included material also on oranges, a third card with the 
heading Orange would have been made for the catalog. But if the work had 
treated also grapefruit and citron, the only subject heading assigned would 
be Citrus fruit. 

There are other means by which the scope of the List can be enlarged 
far beyond the actual headings printed. They consist in subdivisions of 
headings. 

Subdivisions of Subjects. The principle of specific entry can be achieved 
in some cases only by subdividing a general subject by words or phrases 
which indicate special aspects treated. Such subdivisions are useful if the 
library has a large number of books on a subject, as it reduces the number 
of cards under the general topic and allows the user to turn directly to the 
specific material wanted. For example, the List includes: 


Birds Music Water 
Birds—Eggs and nests Music—Acoustics and — Water—Analysis 
Birds—Migration physics Water—Pollution 
Birds—Protection Music—Theory Water—Purification 


In each field, the subdivisions are characteristic of it and those used under 
one would not be applicable to the other two. However, the subdivision Analysis 
would be applicable to a number of other topics besides Water; such as Air; 
Blood; Food; etc. 

Some terms or phrases used as subdivisions are applicable to so many differ- 
ent topics that the subdivisions are not printed under all possible headings but are 
referred to in their alphabetic places with directions for their use. They vary . 
in kind and in value to an individual library. 

(1) Subdivisions by Physcial Form. Some books present material on a 
subject not in literary composition but arranged in lists, outlines, or tables; or, 
graphically as maps or pictures. The work may be a directory of chemists, a 
bibliography of children’s literature, a dictionary of psychology, a collection of 
geological maps, a Bible picture book. In such cases, it is important to show the 
user of the catalog that they are not books about chemists, or children’s literature, 
or psychology, or geology, or the Bible, respectively; on the other hand, if what 
the reader wants is a bibliography or dictionary or maps or pictures, etc. we want 


him to be able to locate it directly without having to read through all the cards

which may be used as subdivisions whenever appropriate. Since they show what

tion of books as for a large library. These terms are: 


Bibliography Gazetteers Portraits 

Catalogs Indexes Registers 

Dictionaries Maps Statistics 

Directories Outlines, syllabi, etc. Tables, etc. 

Examinations, questions, Pictures, illustrations, Terminology 
etc. etc. Views 


Some of these terms are used alone as actual subject headings, but as sub- 
divisions they are usually form headings. In either case, each term is listed in 
its alphabetic place in the List with directions for use; for example (entry 
shortened) : 


Bibliography 
See also Archives . . . also names of persons, places and subjects 
with the subdivision Bibliography, e.g. Agriculture—Bibliog- 
raphy; U.S.—Bibliography 


Comparable statements are included under each of the other form headings. 
Applying these directions to the types of books cited above, the headings would be: 


Chemists—Directories Geology—Maps 
Children's literature—Bibliography ^ Bible— Pictures, illustrations, etc. 
Psychology—Dictionaries 


None of these headings appears in this form in the List, unless it has been 
cited as an example, so that the See or See also under the name of the form is to be 
interpreted as directions. Only when a heading has been formulated and added 
can the words See or See also be interpreted literally. 

(2) Subdivisions that show Non-Comprehensive Treatment. Some books 
though literary in composition and general in subject are not comprehensive in 
scope. Random essays on a topic, if they do not present a connected, comprehen- 
sive account; yearbooks on a subject; or periodicals in a particular field are 
representative of this type of treatment. The standard terms for such non- 
comprehensive material, which may be used as subdivisions of general subject 
headings, are: 


Addresses and essays Periodicals 
Handbooks, manuals, etc. Societies 
Laboratory manuals Yearbooks 


By following directions under these terms, such subject headings could be 
formulated as: 
Architecture—Addresses and essays 
Radio—Handbooks, manuals, etc. 
Engineering—Periodicals 
Commerce—Yearbooks 


This kind of subdivision is particularly valuable under headings for the large 
fields of knowledge which are represented by many cards in the catalog. The 
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cataloger must be guided by the character of the book’s content, not necessarily 
by its title. Many books whose titles begin with such expressions as “Outlines 
of,” “Handbook of,” “Manual of” are in fact comprehensive works. For ex- 
ample, Wells’ “Outline of History,” Locke’s “Essay Concerning Human Under- 
standing,” and Rose’s “Handbook of Latin Literature” are comprehensive, lengthy 
treatises and to use the form divisions that the titles suggest would be inaccurate 
and ridiculous! Other so-titled “Outlines” or “Manuals” or “Handbooks” may 
prove to be bibliographies, dictionaries, or statistics of the subject. 

(3) Subdivisions that show Special Aspects. Authors often treat a general 
subject from a particular point of view. The work may be a history of the sub- 
ject, the most common of the special aspects; or it may deal with the philosophy 
of the subject, or of research in the field, or the laws about it, or how to study 
and teach it. These concepts applied to general subjects are expressed by such 
headings as: 


Education—History Radio—Laws and regulations 
Religion—Philosophy Mathematics—Study and teaching 
Aeronautics—Research 


The subject and form subdivisions that are applicable to a considerable num- 
ber of subjects are listed in their alphabetic places in the List and are also gathered 
together in one list on p. 32-33. There the cataloger can see readily what possi- 
bilities of subdivision are available. 


Geographic Names in Subject Headings. Many authors limit the discus- 
sion of an otherwise general subject to a specific country, state, city, or other 
region. This is such a common method of treatment that the List has provided 
directions for every subject that may be so treated. 

(1) Subject Subdivided by Place. Various subject headings in the fields 
of science, technology, and economics are followed by a parenthetic statement 
giving permission to sukdivide the heading geographically, such as: “Agriculture 
(May subdiv. geog.)." In application this means that if the work in hand deals 
with agriculture in general, only the heading Agriculture is used; but if the book 
deals with agriculture in Iowa or in France, for example, then the cataloger may 
assign the heading Agriculture—Iowa or Agriculture—France. 

The unit may be the name of a country, state, city or other political or geo- 
graphic area, depending on the nature of the subject and its treatment in the 
book. There are, however, some topics which would not apply to cities, in which 
case the note will read: “(May subdiv. geog. country or state)." 

If the subject is in the field of art or music, then the wording varies slightly 
since we think of Spanish art, for example (rather than art in Spain), or German 
music (rather than music in Germany). The List reads: “Art (May subdiv. 
geog. adjective form, e.g. Art, French)” and “Music (May subdiv. geog. ad- 
jective form, e.g. Music, American).” From these directions the work on 
Spanish art would be assigned the heading Art, Spanish and that on German 
music, Music, German. 

It is to be observed that the parenthetic note is permissive not mandatory. 
If the library has only a few books on a subject for which geographic treatment 
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is suggested, perhaps it would be easier for the user of the catalog to find these 
under the main heading without geographic subdivision. Some small libraries 
limit the use of geographic subdivision to countries other than the United States 
and to nationalities other than American since most of their material, general or 
special, will be concerned with the United States. 

(2) Names of Places Subdivided by Subject. A different procedure is 
followed if topics in the fields of history, geography, politics and social sciences 
are treated from a regional point of view. In such works as a history of Cali- 
fornia, a census of Peru, the government of Italy, the boundaries of Bolivia, the 
population of Paris, or the climate of Alaska, the area treated is the unique factor 
and its name is the most specific heading for the book, with the particular subject 
as a subdivision. 

Directions for formulating the headings are given under the general subjects 
in the same way that subject subdivisions are indicated, for example: 


Census 


See also Statistics; also names of countries, cities, etc. with the 
subdivision Census, e.g. U.S.—Census 


Again, the See also must be interpreted as a direction for formulating a head- 
ing for the specific area needed. Similar directions appear under Boundaries; 
Climate; Population; etc. which, applied to the topics cited above, would result 

a the headings: 


California—History Bolivia—Boundaries 
Peru—Census Paris—Population 
Italy—Politics and government Alaska—Climate 


The name of any country, state, city, or other area could have been used if 
needed. However, some topics are applicable to countries only (e.g. Commercial 
policy; Diplomatic and consular service); others are used only under names of 
cities (e.g. Harbor; Streets; Suburbs and environs). The subdivision Description 
and travel is used for countries, states, and other large areas but is modified to 
the single word Description when applied to cities; therefore, New Orleans— 
Description, but Louisiana—Description and travel. 

Headings that represent classes of institutions, such as hospitals, libraries 
and public schools, are used as subdivisions of names of cities but if the discussion 
covers a larger area, then the order is reversed. That is: 


Chicago—Churches but Churches—U.S. 
Cleveland—Hospitals but Hospitals—Ohio 
Baltimore—Libraries but Libraries—Maryland 


In such cases, the general heading will limit the subdivision to country and 
state while the See also directions will indicate its use for cities: 
Hospitals (May subdiv. geog. country or state) 


See also . . . names of cities with the subdivision Hospitals, e.g. 
Chicago—Hospitals

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In addition, a complete list of the subject subdivisions which may be used 
under the name of any city is given in the List under Chicago; those that may be 
used under the name of any state are listed under Ohio; while under the United 
States are those that may be used under the name of any country or region, 
except the subdivisions of history. Since each country’s history is unique, its 
periods of history are individual. The List includes period subdivisions only for 
those countries for which a library is apt to acquire so many books about their 
history (Great Britain, France, Germany, Italy and a few others) that it is neces- 
sary to separate them into groups according to the period treated. Although some 
countries have a longer history than any of these, period subdivisions of history 
are not needed because the library acquires so few books about them. Regardless 
of the period treated all the books would be assigned the general heading, such as, 
India—History. 

Some headings in the subject areas of biography, language, and. literature 
require subdivisions relevant to their areas, but others do not. Since it is just as 
important to know when not to use subdivision as when it is allowable, these 
areas will be treated in some detail. 


Biography. Works in the field of biography are of two different categories: 
books in which biography as a form of writing is discussed, a relatively small class 
covered adequately by the subject heading Biography (as a literary form); 
and lives of persons, a very large class which must be considered in two groups— 
individual biography and collective biography. 

(1) Individual biography. Usually the only subject heading needed for the 
life of an individual is the name of the person treated, established in the same way 
as an author entry. If the work is an autobiography, some catalogers do not make 
a subject card for it since the author and the subject are the same. However, 
since readers have been trained to look under subject entries it seems reasonable 
to make both an author and a subject card, especially if there are many other 
entries as author or if there are subject entries by other authors. 

Occasionally a biography will include so much material about the field in 
which the individual was concerned that a second subject heading is required in 
addition to the personal name. A life of Mary Baker Eddy, for example, may 
include a valuable account of the development of Christian Science that would 
require the subject heading, Christian Science—History. It must be emphasized 
that such second subject headings should be used only when there is a substantial 
amount of material included. It is not used just because the biographee was 
prominent in the field. 

There are a few individuals about whom there is a large amount of material 
other than biographical, such as works about their writings or other activities. 
In such cases, subdivisions are added to the individual’s name to separate various 
aspects treated, among which is Biography. The two outstanding individuals are 
Jesus Christ and William Shakespeare. The List includes these names with sub- 
divisions appropriate to material written about them. The subdivisions listed 
under Shakespeare may be used, if needed, under the names of other authors 


‘about whom there is a large amount of varied literature, notably Dante and Goethe. 


Tt must be noted that this represents the exceptional, not the usual treatment. For 
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most individual biographies only the name is needed. That is, do not use the 
subdivision Biography. 

(2) Collective Biography. This term refers usually to works containing 
more than three biographies, for if there are no more, each subject will be given a 
heading, consisting of his name, as in individual biography. (Some catalogers will 
treat even larger collections as a group of individual biographies). There are 
several varieties of collective biography, each requiring separate kind of treatment. 

General. Collections of biographies not limited to any area or to any 
class of people are assigned the heading Biography. Sometimes the work includes 
many individuals, such as “International Who’s Who”; at others, a small group, 
such as “Ten Biographies of Famous Men and Women." 

Local Biography. Very common are the biographies devoted to persons 
of a particular area, such as "Who's Who in Asia," "Who's Who in Latin 
America," "Dictionary of American Biography,” “Eminent Californians,” 
“Leaders in London"; or to ethnic groups, such as “Prominent Jews." In such 
works the subject heading is the name of the area or ethnic group with the sub- 
division Biography: 


Asia—Biography California—Biography 
Latin America—Biography London—Biography 
U.S.—Biography Jews—Biography 


If there are many cards under any such heading, the literary works (that is, 
those designed for continuous reading) may be separated from the reference books 
which list a large number of names in alphabetic order, by adding to the heading 
for the latter, the subdivision Dictionaries. The heading for such a work as 
"Who's Who in America" may be, therefore, U.S.—Biography—Dictionaries. 


Classes of Persons, Collective biographies that are devoted to lives of 
persons of a particular occupation or profession are entered under the term applied 
to its members, such as Artists; Authors; Engineers; Librarians; Physicians; 
Poets; Radiologists; Scientists. These terms are used alone, without subdivision. 

In a field where there is no adequate term to express its members, or when 
the name of the class or group refers to the subject in general not to individuals, 
the heading used for the specific field is subdivided by the term Biography: 


Catholic Church—Biography U.S.—History—Civil War— 
Religions—Biography Biography 
Woman— Biography 


N.B. The headings for areas, classes and groups are used for collective biog- 
raphies only and not for the life of an individual American, artist, author, Jew, 
woman, etc. However, reference to names of individuals should be made under 
the class names, for example: "Artists. See also names of individual artists." 


Language and Literature. These two fields are closely related but they 
differ considerably in the number of books concerned and in treatment in the 
subject catalog. Any general library has proportionately a large number of books 
in literature, often its largest field of interest, and comparatively a small number 
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of books in language. In both areas, but more particularly in language, the major 
interest is not in the general treatment but in the national, that is, French language 
or English literature, German grammar or Italian drama, Spanish dictionary or 
Hebrew poetry, etc. 


Language. The subject heading for a general book about a specific lan- 
guage is the direct expression: English language; French language; German 
language. If the work deals with a particular aspect or form of that language, 
terms representing them are used as subdivisions of the name of the language. 
Examples are: 


English language—Etymology Spanish language—Conversation 
German language—Grammar and phrase books 
French language—Dictionaries 


Some of the general form and subject subdivisions will be needed also under 
names of languages, for example, Italian language—History. 

Names of a good many languages are included in this List (and others are 
to be added as needed) but no subdivisions are listed except under English 
language. This serves as a guide or “key” to the subdivisions that may be used 
under the name of any language. 

Literature. The field of literature includes two classes of material which 
must be distinguished carefully: (1) Works about literature, a relatively small 
class; (2) examples of literature, that is belles-lettres, or the literature itself, a 
very large class. In the first group we are dealing with actual subjects; in the 
second with literary forms, not subjects. 

(1) Works about Literature. The subject headings for books about the 
various literary forms are their specific names, e.g. Drama; Essay; Fiction; 
Poetry. Works about the major literary forms of national literatures are entered 
also under the direct phrase, not, as in language, as subdivisions; e.g. Irish drama; 
Italian poetry; Russian fiction. Specific aspects are expressed by subdivisions, 
as for other subjects; e.g. Drama—Technique; English literature—Dic- 
tionaries; Poetry—Indexes; German literature—History and criticism. It 
should be noted that the subdivision History and criticism is always used in its 
entirety and corresponds to the subdivision History used with other than litera- 
ture and music subjects. 

Names of a good many national literatures are included in the List (and 
others are to be added as needed) but the full list of subdivisions which may 
be used under them are listed only under English literature which thus serves 
as the "key" to subdivision that may be used under the name of any na- 
tional literature. The major literary forms may be used for any national 
literature by substituting its name for the word "English." 

(2) Examples of Literature, i.e. Belles-lettres. This large class of material 
must be separated into two categories whose treatment is entirely different. 

Individual Authors. In general, the literary works of individual au- 
thors receive no subject entry. Literature is known by author and title and 
readers usually want a specific novel, or a certain play, or poetry by a specific 
author—material which can be located in the catalog by author and title entries. 
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Collections of Several Authors. Because collections containing works of 
several authors are entered in the catalog under the name of the compiler or 
editor a device has been adopted to locate such works in the subject catalog by 
giving them a heading representing the form of literature in the collection. Since 
such headings are used also for actual subjects, distinction must be made between 
the headings for works describing a particular literary form and examples of it. 

The singular form is used as an actual subject heading. If it has an ac- 
ceptable plural, that is used to represent collections, but if there is no true plural 
then the subdivision Collections is added to the name of the literary form: 


Subject Heading Form Heading for Collections 
Essay Essays; American essays; etc. 
Parody Parodies 

Short story Short stories 

Drama Drama—Collections 

French drama French drama— Collections 
Fiction Fiction— Collections 

Russian fiction Russian fiction—Collections 
Literature Literature— Collections 
German literature German literature— Collections 
Poetry Poetry—Collections 

Japanese poetry Japanese poetry— Collections 


Minor literary forms, such as parodies, satire, and short Stories, are not 
listed under the national adjective. If national treatment is needed, the 
adjective is added after the name of the form, e.g. Satire, English. These 
headings are used not only for collections by several authors but also for 
works of individual authors and for works about such forms. This departure 
in treatment from that given to the major literary forms is due to the small 
number of books involved. If the number of books for any of them is large 
the heading may be subdivided to separate the works about them from the 
literature itself, e.g. Satire, English—History and criticism. 

(c) Literary Forms used as Subdivisions. Catalogers frequently give novels, 
poems and plays based on historical events or lives of famous persons a subject 
entry, Such headings must be distinguished from the headings which are assigned 
to factual accounts by adding the subdivision Drama; Fiction; or Poetry, as the 
case may be: 

Slavery in the U.S.—Drama 
Lincoln, Abraham— Fiction 
Bunker Hill, Battle of, 1775—Poetry 


Popular libraries often give subject headings to classes of stories in which 
their readers are interested, such as College stories; Mystery and detective 
stories; Science fiction; Vocational stories. Names of animals, birds, flowers, 
holidays, etc. are subdivided by the term Stories, e.g. Dogs—Stories (Consult 
the references in the List under Fiction and Stories), 


— 
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Comprehension of the Subject Matter of Books. When the construction 
of the List is understood, one can begin to assign subject headings to books. 
The first step, of course, is to ascertain the real subject of the book and 
what the author’s purpose was in writing it. Sometimes this is immediately 
obvious ; in other cases it is not easy to determine either because the subject 
itself is difficult or the author may not express himself in a manner that can 
be comprehended easily by someone unfamiliar with the topic. 


The subject of a book cannot be determined from the title-page alone, 
as it is often misleading. The title, “Men of Art,” suggests the subject artists, 
but on examination the book is found to be about painters only and not 
artists in general. The title, “Fundamentals of Instrumentation,” may suggest 
a treatise on musical instruments but it proves to be about engineering 
instruments. 


The steps to follow in determining the subject of a book are the same 
whether one is classifying it, considering its value for a reader, or assigning 
subject headings. Perusal of the table of contents and the preface may make 
the subject apparent; sometimes examination of sections of the text will be 
necessary. If the subject is not understood, not only an unabridged diction- 
ary and general encyclopedias must be consulted but perhaps special refer- 
ence books also, Only when the cataloger has decided on the subject content 
of the book and identified it with explicit words can the List of subject headings 
be used with advantage. Then the cataloger’s wording must be adapted to the 
terminology of the List. 

It will help to make a useful catalog if the cataloger considers books from 
the reader’s point of view. For example, when examining a book, one might 
think, “Suppose this book contains material I want—under what subject would I 
look in the catalog to find it?” 


Comprehension of the Terminology of the List. The subject headings 
for the general fields of knowledge and for concrete objects are simple to com- 
prehend, but terms for abstract ideas may offer some difficulty. By looking through 
the See also references under a given heading, or noting the See references to it, 
a cataloger may often find how the term is used. 

Sometimes two or more terms may seem to cover the same subject, unless the 
exact meaning and limitations of each is appreciated. Some headings in the List 
are accompanied by a scope note explaining their limitations as an aid to differ- 
entiating between overlapping subjects. For example, the headings Alcoholism; 
Liquor problem; Liquor traffic; Prohibition; Temperance overlap to a certain 
degree, but because of doubt in their distinctions one should not use all of them 
for any one book. By means of the scope notes included with these terms, it is 
understood that Alcoholism is used for medical works and works on drunken- 
ness; Liquor problem includes works of an administrative or local character ; 
Liquor traffic is used for works on the liquor industry; Prohibition for works 
dealing with the legal prohibition of liquor traffic and liquor manufacture; 
and Temperance is used for general works on the temperance question and the 


temperance movement. 
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There is a great advantage in cataloging several books on one subject at the 
same time so that their relation to each other, and their differences, may be seen. 
When possible, do not catalog books miscellaneously but sort them into groups by 
large subjects and work on one subject at a time. 

It is often helpful to consult printed subject catalogs such as the “Cumulative 
Book Index" and the "Standard Catalog Series" to see what kinds of books are 
included under a given subject. A cataloger needs also to consult the library's 
catalog in order to see how a subject heading has been used. Aid in interpreting 
the scope and meaning of a subject heading may be given by looking up its 
classification number or numbers in the “Dewey Decimal Classification.” There 
the topic can be studied in its relation to other topics, a development usually 
impossible to see directly in an alphabetic arrangement. 

The individual cataloger will have individual problems in interpretation of 
subjects. Having decided on the scope of a term where there has been doubt, a 
definition or explanation should be recorded for future use. Such notes are a 
necessity for catalogers and they may be helpful also to users of the catalog. 
Whenever it is felt that such an explanation would be of general value, it may be 
typed on a card and filed in the catalog preceding the entries under the subject 
heading. Of course, the wording may have to be adapted slightly from that in the 
List which is addressed to catalogers. 


References in the Catalog. After a book has been assigned a subject 
heading, then attention must be given to the catalog to make sure that the reader 
who is searching for the material in this book will not fail to find it because of 
insufficient guidance by means of references, The matter of references has been 
mentioned over and over in these “Suggestions” and attention has been called to 
them in the “Directions for Use” on the first-fly leaf. The following is a summary 
of their types, method of formulation, and use. 

(1) Specific “See” References. These refer from terms or phrases not used 
as subject headings to terms or phrases that are used. They are, therefore, abso- 
lutely essential to the success of the catalog. While a subject heading may be used 
on as many cards as the library has books on the subject, the “see” reference is 
on one card only. For example, the first time the heading Agriculture is 
used for a book, the cataloger (following the suggestion in the x paragraph 
under Agriculture in the List) will make a card for the catalog that reads: 
“Farming. See Agriculture.” This will not be made again, no matter how 
many times the heading Agriculture is used, and no book will ever be as- 
signed the word Farming as a heading. 


“See” references to headings used are made: 
(1) from synonyms or from terms so nearly synonymous that they would 
cover the same kind of material 


(2) from the second part of a compound heading, e.g. Prejudices and 
antipathies requires a reference from Antipathies 


(3) from the second part of an inverted heading, e.g. Chemistry, Tech- 
nical requires a reference from Technical chemistry 
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(4) sometimes from an inverted heading to normal order, e.g. Adult 
education requires a reference from Education, Adult. (Note the 
number of used headings that begin with the word Education) 

(5) from variant spellings to the spelling used, e.g. Esthetics requires 
a reference from Aesthetics 

(6) from opposites when they are included without being specifically 
mentioned, e.g. Temperance requires a reference from Intemperance 

(7) from the singular to the plural when the two forms would not file 
together in the catalog, e.g. Mice requires a reference from Mouse; 
Cats requires a reference from Cat. (Note the long list of headings 
between these two words) 


It is not always necessary to make every “see” reference indicated in the 
List; for example, under the heading Prisons, a “see” reference from Dungeons 
is indicated but this should not be made unless the books listed under Prisons 
contain something about ancient prisons, that is, dungeons. On the other hand, 
the cataloger may need to make additions to the “see” references in order to 
include local terminology. 

(2) Specific “See also” References. The “see” references are concerned 
mainly with terminology, guiding the reader from words he may think of 
to those actually used for subject headings. But the “see also” references 
are concerned entirely with guiding the reader from headings where he has 
found books listed to other headings which list books on related or more 
specific aspects of the subject. Consequently such references cannot be made 
without knowing whether the library has material under the subjects con- 
cerned, 

In general, "see also" references are made from the general subject to 
more specific parts of it, and not ordinarily from the specific to the general. 
For example, “Science. See also Mathematics,” but not the other way around. 
Proceeding one step at a time to the next more specific topic would result in: 
“Mathematics. See also Arithmetic’; and “Arithmetic. See also Business 
arithmetic." *See also" references are also made between related subjects of 
more or less equal specificity, for example, “Drawing. See also Painting.” 

“See also" references are much more difficult than “see” references both 
to make and to understand, and their value is not so unquestioned. They 
have been included freely under headings (in the "xx" paragraph) in theList 
but only knowledge of the library's collection can determine whether any 
of these suggestions should be followed. For example, a book that discusses 
both inventions and patents will be entered in the catalog under Inventions 
and under Patents. The List suggests the reference, "Inventions. See also Pat- 
ents,” but it must not be made if all that is to be found in the catalog under 
Patents is this book which is already listed under Inventions. 

(3) General References, In addition to specific references, there are general 
“see” and “see also” references which, instead of referring to many individual 
headings, serve as blanket references to all headings of a particular class. 
Some references are a combination of specific and general. It is the general 
references which give the cataloger directions for supplying specific headings 
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omitted from the List, as explained above. Their use and value in the public 
catalog are somewhat different. The most common types of general refer- 
ences are to refer to: 


(1) Common names of different species of a class, e.g. 
Flowers 
See also Annuals (Plants) . . . also names of flowers, e.g. Roses 
(2) Names of individual persons, e.g. 
Artists 
See also Architects . . . also names of individual artists 
(3) Names of particular institutions, buildings, societies, etc., e.g. 
Abbeys 
See also Cathedrals .. . also names of individual abbeys, e.g. 
Westminster Abbey 
Labor unions 
See also Arbitration, Industrial . . . also names of individual 
labor unions, e.g. Amercan Federation of Labor 
(4) Names of particular geographic features, e.g. 
Mountains 
See also Mountaineering .. . also names of mountain ranges 
(e.g. Rocky Mountains); and names of mountains, e.g. 
Everest, Mount 
(5) Geographic treatment of a general subject, e.g. 
Population 
See also Birth control... also names of countries, cities, etc, 
with the subdivision Population, e.g. U.S.—Population ; 
Chicago—Population 
(6) Form divisions, e.g. 

Glossaries. See name of language or subject with the subdivision 
Dictionaries, e.g. English language—Dictionaries; Chem- 
istry—Dictionaries 

(7) National literatures, e.g. 
Poetry 
See also Ballads . . . also American poetry; English poetry; 
French poetry; etc. 


It is apparent that the general references in the List save an enormous 
amount of space, for if all the headings for which directions are given were 
formulated they would be almost innumerable. But in an individual library 
relatively few of these headings are used so that it may be preferable to for- 
mulate specific references when specific headings are added, particularly if 
there are only a few in the class. That is, if the cataloger uses the headings 
Azaleas; Parakeets; Pineapple (none of which is in the printed List) then 
these names would be added to the “see also” references under the respective 
classes represented. For example, assuming that the headings Fruit; Berries; 
and Citrus fruit had been used for books, the reference in the List and in the 
catalog would now read: “Fruit. See also Berries; Citrus fruit; Pineapple.” 
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However, if there should be a long list of specific headings, catalogers 
disagree on the policy of adding them to the reference. For example, the 
heading Artists in the List, reads: “See also . . . names of individual artists,” 
Some catalogers, in preparing this reference for the catalog, would omit the 
phrase, “names of individual artists,” and instead, add the names of all the 
artists that have been used as subject headings in the library’s catalog; other 
catalogers expect the reader to think of possible names himself and the ref- 
erence is left as printed. But under classes where the individual names may 
not be numerous or well-known, it is feasible for the cataloger and useful to 
the reader to list the names rather than to rely on the general reference, 


New Subjects. No printed list of subject headings can be entirely up-to- 
date. Headings for new topics of current interest will have to be added in 
addition to specific headings for which directions are supplied. The term- 
inology for new subjects may still be in the experimental stage when the first 
literature appears, so how does one decide on the appropriate heading? 

First aid is supplied by the periodical indexes, such as the “Readers’ 
Guide,” “Applied Science & Technology Index,” etc., since their editors must 
assign subject headings to material as soon as it is published. As the new 
subject develops, some change in the heading may be made in succeeding 
issues. By the time a book is written about a new subject, the terminology 
may have changed since the first periodical article appeared so that catalogs 
of new books, such as the A.L.A. “Booklist” and the “Cumulative Book In- 
dex,” are valuable aids. The Library of Congress includes headings for new 
subjects in the monthly supplements to its list of subject headings. 

It is not always possible to decide at once on the permanent form for a 
new subject heading but the cataloger cannot wait for the subject to develop 
before giving headings to new material. Tentative headings can be assigned, 
perhaps written in pencil on the cards, to be used until the terminology be- 
comes standardized. A list of these tentative headings should be kept (it will 
never be long) so that they can be reconsidered later and either adopted per- 
manently or changed, as the case may be, and added to the List. One must be 
sure that the new term is not merely a new name for a subject already in the 


catalog. 


New Terminology for Old Subjects. The English language is changing 
constantly so that from time to time new terms appear for subjects which are 
not new. Through the years many changes have had to be made: Child wel- 
fare was formerly Children—Charities, protection, etc.; Radio advertising start- 
ed out as Radio broadcasting—Business applications; House decoration was in 
use before the present Interior decoration, and Profession, Choice of before 
Vocational guidance. (Some of the changes made in this edition are men- 
tioned on page 6). 

It is impossible for the subject headings to reflect all the newest language 
styles, particularly in fields whose terminology fluctuates frequently, for a 
term current today may soon be superseded by others. But at least new terms 
must be represented in the catalog by “see” references to the heading used. 
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Of course, if a heading is found to be incorrect or is no longer in common 
usage, changes must be made. The adoption of a new term means changing 
not only all the old entries to the new form but also the various references, 
to and from it. 


It is impossible to state at what stage in the development of the language 
such changes should be made. Each heading must be considered individually. 
The Library of Congress makes changes from time to time but because of its 
huge catalog it cannot always make as many as would be desirable—the 
expense is prohibitive. Changes in terminology are included in the monthly 
supplements to its list of subject headings, 


Recording Headings and References Used. The cataloger should keep a 
list of subject headings used and references made for them. This may be 
kept on cards and filed in the catalog department or a copy of the List may be 
checked whenever a heading is used for the first time, Additions to the List 
will be written in as well as references needed. Detailed directions for check- 
ing the List and a Sample Page illustrating them will be found on p. 30-31.

At the same time, erase 
or cross off the check marks in the List to show that the subject and its 
references are not now used.
